pation 01 congressional appropriations. 


Much clothing was furnished ahead 


of time, General Sharpe said. It was 
planned to supply 500,000 men by July 
and enough supplies for 86,000 addi- 
tional actually were delivered, he as- 
serted. 


After plans were-made to equip 100,- 


000 men a month, General Sharpc sair^ 
the plans were changed and an addi- 
tional burden was imp'osed by the de- 
cision to send men abroad, requirins 
more clothing.

ty, after leaving Lawrence College, nt 
Applcton, Wis., where he had been sup- 
porting himself. His father was killed 
durinc? the civil war, and that fact had 
much to do with his leaving college 
ar.d taking the job on.the lumber town 
newspaper when he did. 


Tiie town and tho paper grew 
to- 


gether into substantial institutions, 
and- Col. Hicks gradually acquired an 
interest in the newspaper proprietor- 
ship.' ?or thu last quarter century ho 
hnii-.besn virtually the sole owner of 
th'.i .'.lily. ' When the Associated Press

member, arid of this fact he was justly 
prcud,. although in most .matters h?

As irinihter to Peru for the United 


States, Colonel Hicks lived and trav-

the mysteries of the Incas, and col- 
lected valuable material of a historical

WITH THE AMERICAN COLORS 


Their Status Now Almost Like Enemy Aliens, While Canada's 


Indians Get Liberal Influence of~Campaign in France

lANADIAN INDIANS outnumbered 


[ 
three to one by We Indian popu- 
' lation in the United States, are en- 


listed and' are now fighting- for their 
mother country in vastly greater num- 
bers than characterize tho participa- 
tion of our own Red Men in thia their 
country's greatest war and most peril- 
ous time. 


It is a striking fact that while wo 


lave ' cajoled and experimented with 
*,!;.* Indians, made them the football of 
politics, sapped much of their man- 
hood 'and vitality by enforced reser- 
vation isolation, and at the same time 
spent hundreds of millions of .dollars 
in congressional 
appropriations 
for 


their care and maintenance, the Can- 
adian Government, with a very small 
fraction of this expenditure, but'with 
the saving grace of more common 
sense and humanity in its dealings 
with tho Indians, has obtained far 
better results. Canada's handling of 
her Indians has been marked, by an ab- 
sence of petty politics, chieaneryi in- 
sincerity or gross incompetence. Its 
determining factor has always been 
good faith. 


While today the Indians north of 


our national boundary, without urging 
or the exercise of compulsion, are 
fighting-in large numbers side by side 
with their paleface brothers, there has 
)> rcn only a small and tardy response 
from our nation'-s wards, and while we 
have had Indian uprisings and wars 
and much discontent among them even 
with tho recent registration for the 
selective draft, the Dominion Govern- 
ment has had virtually no strife but 
to tho contrary very amicable relations 
with its Indians. 


No largo section ol people in our 


land can live clanishly to themselves 
and prosper. 
This is a successful de- 


mocracy. Social contact, educational 
affiliation and business relations are 
indispensable in our local and national 
•ifc and make for individual happiness 
and community welfare. 
The time is 


rapidly approaching when the more is-1 
olated, detached reservation Indians 
must associate with • then;' neighbors 
on- terms of friendship. 'They must 
either, cultivate and utilise their tre- 
menduous land-holdings or give way to 
tho more aggressive whito man to do 
it in their etcad. Whether this de- 
generates into a system of leasing or 
Congress opens up the land to public 
entry, the final result is ultimately the 
same. The economic pressure in the 
West is such that large tracts of cul- 
tivable land lying idle or great unused 
stretches of good cattle and sheep 
range are an anomaly. 


The white man is pressing in on all 


sides. The eastern and central states 
have' sent thousands, of homesteaders 
to the great range States of tho West 
(where* the Indians hold larfro areas 
in common) this last year'and the hu- 
man stream is continuing. 


A study of conditions, observations 


on the ground and. conversation with 
many representative men of affairs, 
farmers and, stockmen in this and 
neighboring states lead to the con- 
clusion that the Indians must speedily 
utilize this land to the best possible 
advantage or the white man, by virtue 
of votes' and pressure on his repre- 
sentative in Congrc'ss^will gradually 
accomplish "the opening of these lands 
to settlement. 'This -has been the un- 
happy'but'inevitable history of every 
broken up Indian reservation. Okla- 
homa'is typical-of the onward, irre- 
sistible march of the white man andlh'e 
contemptuous forcing aside of- the In- 
dians when they blocked the passage. 


The Indians must • inevitably come 


out in the'open, and the restrictions 
on their freedom of life and move- 
ment and the -encumbrances on^their 
property "will, gradually disappear, con- 
sistent with their progress, and. pro- 
tection^ I .mention "''this.'economic 
trend- because it -.has a definite rela- 
tion to the war and the Indians fut- 
uiw development. 


The Indian may or'may not largely 


enter, into this iwar, but America, must 
continue 'it' to' a--victorious. conclusion. 
Once'in it we nrust"eitheriwiri or'lose. 


no half-way measure. We must con- 
quer or be %conqucred. Not to win 
would imperil our national .entity, free- 
dom of movement, prosperity and hap- 
piness as. a people. 


The white ^man in America has re- 


sponded through voluntary enlistment 
and tho selective draft; before anoth- 
er year has passed two out of every 
hundred will beiwith the colors. The 
negro has done likewise; 80,000 have 
been taken in 'the selective draft a- 
lonc and thousands were -already in 
the regular army and navy. 


But as a race of supposedly depend- 


ent people, administratively known as 
incompetents, that is Indians without 
.tho right to hold a -patent in fee for 
their land'or title to their property 
and hence without the right to vote, 
thousands of the red men of.this land 
are placed in the same relation to this- 
war as enemy a-lions. It puts the In- 
dian in a bad light. 


If our national welfare and individ- 


ual prosperity depend-on the success- 
ful issue of this war and if all other 
constituent elements of our popula- 
tion ara doing their share, why is it 
that the Indians, America's first in- 
habitants, are not1 in it on a basis of 
equality and proportionate represen- 
tation? 


Out of and Indian population of 


100,000 it is estimated that the Cana- 
dian Indians have -abniut 5000 men with 
the. British colors. Virtually all of 
them are at the front in France. The 
great Iroquois and Algonquin nations, 
long hereditary enemies, 
are 
there 


•f\Uhting 
without 
tribal 
distinction,. 


The old animus has been changed in- 
to friendship. There is not an of- 
ficial announcement of casualties o'f 
Canadian troops that does not contain 
its .quota of Indians who fell on the 
field of honor with 
their 
paleface 


brothers. 


In Canada, too, the Indians were for 


a while excluded, from tho military 
forces by official decree; but they 
made such a manly protest against the 
unfair segregation that they were fi- 
nally admitted into the army as Ijart- 
ners in the 
struggle—co-equal m'ith 


the Canadian English 
vacd 
French. 


Th»re are many eailre. Canadian In- 
dian regiments fighting nobly for the 
allied cause. 


Does any one suppose that .if the 


Indian tribes of the United States 
made similiar protest and evinced c- 
qual zest to take part as.a race that 
Congress and 'ths 'War Department 
and the States in which they live 
would turn them 
down? Has . this 


thing 
been .properly • presented 
to 


them? Has their patriotism been ap- 
pealed' to? /Have the various tribe? 
been shown that they occupy an un- 
enviable position in this isolation and 
detachment "from a 
great 
national 


struggle in which the welfare :of all 
hangs in the balance? Have.they been 
made to see that a losing, fight for 
their government is their loss'also? 


It is truo an3 very gratifying, in- 


deed that .some of the .funds of in- 
competent Indians hiivc been invested 
in Liberty Bonds; but this is largely 


matter of administrative .decision, 


by tlfe Interior department. '-. • 
•It is also true that -many individual. 
Indians who were educated in .such1 
schools .as Carlisle: or elsewhere, or 
individual 'Indians who.- have ''learned' 
to do independent''thinking., with' the 
capacity'to act .accordingly^. ;have enr 
listed in the Federal army''or., have 
joined , the •navy.1'
